. spoonful of salt and one-third of a teaspoonful of pepper, and turn out on a greased platter to cool. 
} When cold and firm form into croquettes, dip each into slightly beaten egg, roll in fine bread 
crumbs, leave on the ice for two hours and fry golden brown in smoking-hot fat.
